FEARED BY GOVERNMENT.

Several 
weeks ago a hearing was held with 
a view to prohibiting the Importation 
of seed wheat from Australia, Japan, 
India, and practically the whole of 
Europe. Quarantine regulations were 
being prepared soms time before the 
discovery of the diseases In Illinois.

The marketing of wool has been 


a side line on a considerable number 
of Macon county farms for many 
years. • 


Because the receipt* from the flock 


of sheep have formed so small a part 
of the producer's total Income, the 
care and management of flocks and 
particularly the handling and mar- 
keting of the wool has been regarded 
as of little Importance. 


DIET IS WOOL. 


Dirt In the wool damages the lus- 


ter and brightness of the fleece and 
it Is an expensive matter and re- 
quires special machines to remove 
foreign matter. 
In order to remove 


some of these particles 
of chaff, 


straw and weeds entangled in the 
wool the wool must first be treated 
with sulphuric acid. 
This Is expen 


slve and the acid tends to eat the 
wool and lessens the strength of Its 
fibre and consequently the wool 
worth less money than if it had not 
been necessary to treat It. 


By shearing under clean, conditions 


much of the damage likely to come 
from hay, straw and chaff may be 
avoided. 
The shearing should 
be 


done on a clean platform and the 
wool as soon as properly tied should 
be packed in clean bags. 


SHEARING IMPORTANT. 


A good job of shearing Increases 


the value of the wool per pound. In 
cases where the sheep Is carelessly 
shorn and in spots Is shorn twice, tho 
value of the wool is greatly lessened 
because of the short staple caused by 
he fibres having been cut In two. 


From the fleeces all sweat locks 


and tags should be removed and the 
leecei should be tied with the flesh 
side out. Paper twine should be 
ised, a string 7*4 or 8 feet long being 
sufficient for the average fleece. 


MISTAKES. 


It Is a great mistake to use sisal 


or Jute twine in tying fleeces. 
The 


'ibres from these twines cannot be 
eparated from the wool and they do 
not take the dye used In coloring 
wool.

Famine and Flood Have Followed Year After Year 


With Dam Causing Muck Trouble in Recent Years. 


From the very beginning it has 


been first one thing after another 
—usually the dam—that ailed the De- 
eat ur city water system. Sometimes 
the dam was doing Its best to wash 
out and at other times It has tried to 
sink Into the earth. On several oc- 
casions It has looked as If In two 
or three days more there would be no 
water for the dam to dam and then 
there was a -time when there was so 
much water that a subsldary dam had 
to be hastily constructed to save the 
pumping station. 


Of course It was not always the 


, dam that was at fault. There was a 


considerable period when a set of 
rickety old pumps threatened to blow 
up at any minute, and the city had to 
get along for months with insuffi- 
cient puraps. There were times when 
'.he water pumped through the city 
mains was 
of the 
consistency of 


gravy and the color of it ink. 


TROUBLES LONG STANDING. 


The waterworks troubles even an- 


tedate the dam. The first pumping 
station built in Howells hollow at 
the intersection of Wood street and 
the Illinois Central to supply the De- 
tatur rolling mills with .water fell 
down flat on the Job. This was prob- 
aby not the reason why Decatur lost 
Us first big indus'.rial plant but It 
Iras reason enough. 


Some day persons interested In re- 


search will leaf the Decatur news- 
papers for forty or fifty years ana 
compile a complete history of the 
water works troubles. 
There have 


been a score of times, perhaps, fifty, 
when Deca'ur seemed to be on the 
brink of a water famine, In evidence 
of which ther.i are quoted below a 
feiv headlines and excerps taken at 
random from The Review. 


RIVER LOW. 


'Step Across the River at Cowford," 


Is a headline which is found in The 
Review on Sept. IS, 190S. This state- 
ment Is attributed to Fred Lltterer 
at that time chief engineer at the 
waterworks. "I believe that a six or 
eight inch pipe would carry all the 
water flowing in *-h9 river at that 
point." 
Mr. Litterer 
is 
further 


quoted 
as 
saying: ''The river 
Is 


close to the low water mark, although 
it still lacks about half a foot of that 
The low water mark is five feet and 
water is now between five and six 
feet deep at the waterworks." 


After stating this situation which 


would now be regarded as most seri- 
ous If not actually critical, Mr. Lit- 
terer goes on to say that there is no 
danger of a water famine. "We are 
getting all our water now from Al- 
len's bend," he says, "and It is com- 
ing up through the river bed." 


In connection with this danger, ex- 


Slavor Lehman said that in his own 
administration during a period of 
very low water a number of test wells 
were sunk in order lo find an aux- 
iliary supply in case the river failed. 


DAM BREAKS. 


"Waterworks Dam Gives Way," Is 


a startling headline which appears 
under date of June S2, 1309. Ten feet 
of the south wing of the dam was 
washed out at this time and the total 
water supply of the city threatened. 
Mayor Borchers, Chairman Hastings 
of the Water committee and Engineer 
Alexander 
got 
busy 
Immediately. 


Temporary repairs were made at once 
and plans and specifications for a 
new dam were prepared. The contract 
for the new dam was let Oct. 11 of 
that year for about $10,000. 


In August, 1909 the new Plait pump 


for the waterworks was completed 
but It could not be tested because 
there was not enough water in the 
river. Tho pump had a capacity of 
«,000,000 gallons a day but there was

PUMP TEST DELATED. 


An Item dateil Aug. !»,' 1909 states 


that the Installation of the new Platt 
pump has been completed and that 
the pump is ready to be tested but 
the test had to be postponed for lack 
of water. The pump had a capacity 
of 12,000.000 gallons a day but to 
work Is at capacity would endanger 
the city's water supply. The test had 
to be put off till such a time as there 
was more water In the reservoir. 


It Is stated In the same connection 


that the dam is undergoing- some re- 
pairs and for that reason the water 
in the reservoir is somewhat lower 
that it would otherwise be. 


ESCAPES FAMINE. 


CIT1" MISSED A WATER FAMINE 


is a headline which appears under 
the data of Aug. 6, 1903. The water 
in the resorvoir to the point that th 
intake pipe was exposed. The drop in 
•.he water level amounted to four 
inches which indicated that there was 
not much to spare before the drop. 


Repairs were being made to the 


dam at this time and the contractor 
•cleared away some debris to makr 
room for repairs and thus lowered the 
water. The fault it is said was due 
to .attempting to make the repairs 
with putting- in a cofferdam, which 
was called for in the specifications 
and the blame was attached to the 
contractor. 


ADVISED TAPPING POOLS. 


NO ALARM OVER WATER SUP- 


PLY Is a headline found In The Re- 
view of Aug. 2*. 19H. The text of the 
Item shows there was some alarm 
and a good deal of reason for It. En- 
gineer Langden Pei.rse of Chicago, 
who made a personal Investigation of 
the rater situation Is quoted as say- 
Ins: 


"There is plainly more water be- 


ing taken from the reservoir than is 
coming in." He advises tapping of 
: ools up the river in order/that the 
reserve water In them may be allow- 
ed to flow Into the reservoir. 


That an emergency of this kind 


was not altogether new appears from 
a statement in the same item attri- 
buted to ex-Mayor Lehman. He says 
that in Mayor Moffitt's administration 
the river became very low and that 
he had a lot of drifts torn out and 
a water way opened up. This talk 
was apparently made in support of 
the advice of Engineer Fearse to tap 
the pools. 


HIGH WATER. 


DANGER TO WATERWORKS IS 


PAST, is the title of a story of quite 
another kind. In this instance it was 
high water that threatened to put the 
waterworks out of commission. The 
date of this headline was March VI, 
1913, which was Immediately after 
the great Dayton flood. The text of 
the article informs the people of De- 
catur that the water In the Sangamon 
river Is going down at the rate of a 
half inch an hour. The water reach- 
ed a height of twenty feet and three 
quarters of an inch. A few Inches 
more would have flooded the pumping 
st.T'on and completely shut off the 
city's supply of water. The water 
flooded the bottom In 
which 
the 


pumping station is located and ad- 
vanced to within a few feet of the 
door. A hasty levee a foot or two In 
height was thrown up to keep the 
water from coming through the door. 
Once through the basement under the 
main floor of the pump room would 
have been quickly filled and the city 
would have been without water for 
days. 


It is true that the water had never 


reached this height before and It may 
never do so again. All the roads that 
lead across the river were flooded

DECATUR. This item bears the date 
of Oct. 10, 1916. "I hare just been 
around to the parks and watering 
troughs," says Commissioner Ruth- 
rauff, who regards the situation as so 
critical as to send out the above 
warning to the people of Decatur. "I 
have shut off all pools and troughs. 
I am debating shutting off the Staley 
plant. If the water In the river goes 
down In another twenty-four hours 
as much as It did ii. the last twenty- 
four I shall have to ask that plant to 
quit using water. 
Of course that 


means a shut clown. 


"We are now pumping about four 


million gallons a day. The Staley 
plant talies "00,000 gallons a day. 
There has been a fall of five Inches 
in the last twenty-four hours. Every 
Inch means a big drop In the supply 
of water above the dam. There is 
yet about five feet of water above 
the city Intake. Two weeks of this 
we will be up against a famine. There 
Is no indication of a rain and we muat 
have a rain before there can bo any 
increase In our water supply." 


CRITICAL SITUATION. 


The situation was the most critical 


in the history of the city. It had been 
a dry year with only 25 Inches of rain- 
fall for the first nine months. The 
average for a period of ten years had 
been 30 inches. 
The rainfall was 


therefore B inches below the average. 
It was not a phenominally dry year. 
however. 
There had been several 


years In the ten year period when the 
rainfall had been below SO Inches 
and In 1914 it had been onlv 20 Inch- 
es or ten Inches below the average. 


Th» 
Increased 
consumption 
of 


water had brought the city to that 
critical situation In 1916. The flrat 
thought was to shut off the Staley 


factory, which wmi the larr«st MB- 
turner. But It Is «»sy to understand 
the Insistence of the 8UUr p«opl« 
upon an adequate supply of water be- 
fore Increasing their consumption.

A. E. Norbury Will Apply 


for Patent 


A railroad crossing signal device, 


probably more nearly perfect and re- 
liable than any yet on the market, 
has been Invented by A E. Norbury, 
215 North Main street, a former rail- 
road man /at Villa Grove, but now 
connected with the Decatur Manu- 
facturing x;o. Patents have been ap- 
plied for and It la probable small 
models will be placed on exhibition 
In some store windows. 


Mr Norbury's device does not have 


complicated mechanism, nor Is It op- 
erated by electricity. To begin with, 
there is a standard at the Intersec- 
tion of road and railroad A danger 
arm extends out from the standard. 
JDoWn the track In either direction 
are two devices. One Is more dis- 
tance away like a distance sema- 
phore, the other rather close up like 
a home semaphore. 


OPERATED BT TRAIN 


These devices resemble the leaf of 


an auto spring, turned upward They 
are fastened to the Inside of the -rail 
and In a position so that the flange 
of every car wheel will hit them 
From this device to the danger signal 
Is a strong wire along the rail Ev- 
ery time the car wheel hits the spring 
It waves the danger signal at the 
crossing, so that It la continuously 
brbbing up and down while the train 
passes over It. The close up 'home 
signal spring1 Is attached 
to take 


care of a what 1* known In railroad 
circles as a 'light,' which Is engine 
and caboose. The light of course, 
would pass over the distance signal 
and quit wagging the safety arm, 
long before the danger had passed, so 
the home signal Is necessary.

Even before the war It 
is likely that a plebiscite would have 
found strong anti-German support In 
each of these areas.

ton. 


ECONOMTC LOSSES. 


Loss of the Saar Valley area Is a 


heavy one. In that region, not so 
large as Rhode Island, were contain- 
ed coal fields rated among the rich- 
est in Europe. It was the 
eastern 


Pennsylvania of Germany—only with 
the Pittsburgh left out—for Saar- 
brucken, metropolis of the area, has 
only about 30,000 population. 


"Ever since the armistice Germany 


Vl»r carried on an assiduous propa- 
gai.da to keep from losing her rich 
Posen and Sllesian mining districts 
Zinc, Iron and potash, the very life 
blood of her vaunted Industrial or- 
ganism came from the area adjoin- 
ing Poland which Germany now Is 
called upon to forfeit to that newly 
created nation so long debarred from 
this rightful Inheritance.

Interesting Address. 


"Clothing and Health" was 
the 


theme of the address by Mlse Mabel 
Dunlap ot the James Milllkln Uni- 
veriltl at the regular Saturday af- 
ternoon meeting of the Home Bureau 
yes'erday. 
"The trend 
of modern 


health work," said Miss Dunlap, "is to 
keep people well rather than to help 
them,to get well after they have be- 
come sick Health Is the normal con- 
dition of mankind no' sickness, and 
suitable clothing Is one of the Im- 
portant factor* In keeping health 
The human body should be clean 
dry, well ventilated and at the nor- 
mal temperatuie of 98 degrees 
The 


two things necessary- fo maintain the 
body at this temperatuie-are food and 
clothing 
Food Is the fuel and cloth- 


ing |g the regulator of the tempera- 
ture." 


' One of the eiaentials to good health ti 
the proper elimination ol waite materials 
from the body. There are four channel* 
of elimination—the lungs, the skin 
the 
urinary tyitem and digestive tract Cloth- 
ing directly concern! elimination through 
the pores. Tn« body throws off fifty ounoei 
of moisture dally through the skin. This 
is moitly moisture and partly salt, oil 
ajid other things 
The water evaporates 
and Is necessarily pure 
The Impurities 
are retained By the clothing 
Thl, part 
tnat Is retained Is soil in the absolute 
sense and Is infinitely more harmful than 
tne dirt that accumulates on the clothing 
Irom outside scourcos. Unless the skin and 
the Inside clothing art kept clean the 
skin can not function properly and one 
of th« essentials to good health If in- 
terfered with 


CHANGE FREQUENTLT. 


"The clothing of children should le 
changed more frequently than that of 
gronn people 
The clothing of children 
ten or twelve years old Is too often neg- 
lected Mothers seem to feel that children 
or that ago can take care of themselves 
out they do not take care ot them- 
selves " 


Miss Dunlap devoted » largo part of 
ner address to • discussion of the mater- 
ials ol which clothing Is made 
These 
materials aia cotton silk linen and wool 
She ottered an exhibit of thcsa fojr ma- 
terials in their natural state—a cotton 
ball a silk cocoon a shank of linen and 
a bunch of woo! She explained that these 
materials ha\e about the same qualities 
nhen manufactured 
Into clothing that 
they have in their natural itate 


COTTON. 


The function of the cotton fibers in 
nature Is to protect the seed and to help 
the wind to carry It Cotton although not 
now cheap Is the cheapest of the ma- 
terials 
The fibers are about three quar- 
ters of an inch long 
Tney »re lengthened 
by the process called mercerizing and 
made stronger and very much more beau- 
tiful 
Iho cotton fibers do not shrink, 
what we know as the shrinking of cotton 
goods In washing Is merely the relaxing 
of the tension that wai put on the fibres 
In weaving 
Wool was Intended In nature for the 
protection of the sheep It has a rough, 
laminated fiber and the shrinking of wool- 
en cloth Is th« drawing together of these 
laminations 


SH,K AND WOO1* 


There Is no unshrinking wool that hae 
shrunk. The only way to prevent shrink- 
ing 1» to mix with the wool In weaving 
a Certain amount of silk or cotton It your 
can afford it wear garments made of a 
mixture of silk and wool or If you can 
not afford It wear cotton and wool with 
junt as satisfactory results 
Wool Is warm because it contains much 
air 
Compress wool so tightly that thoie 
la no air In It and it is no warmer than 
other materials 
A soft woolen goods Is 
warmer than a hard woven cloth 
The 
old material known as beaver was not 
warm because It was hard. 


LINEN1 


The function of linen fibers In nature 
la to carry water to the seed at tbe top of 
the italk 
The fibers function In much 
the same way after they art woven Into 
cloth 
They absorb moisture quicKly and 
aie therefore cool Inducting rapid evap- 
oration the material is a sort of natural 
ice machine. 
Vegetable silks are not silk at all but

sands of cocoona to furnish the material 
for a silk dress or about the sam« amount 
of labor that is required to build a locomo- 
theMiss Dunlap laid much stress upon (he 
danger of Insufficient protection to neck 
and arms due to following the dictates of 
fashion In dresa.
